ADVISORY  FOR  FISH  CONSUMED 

The  Illinois  Department  of  Public  Health  advises  that  persons  who  eat 
salmon  or  trout  taken  from  Lake  Michigan  limit  their  consumption  of 
these  fish.  The  advisory  was  issued  following  a  review  of  the  levels  of 
polychlorinated  biphenyls  (PCB's)  and  other  chemicals  in  Lake  Michigan 
salmon  and  trout.  The  advisory  applies  to  coho  and  Chinook  salmon  and 
to  lake,  brown  and  rainbow  trout  that  weight  five  pounds  or  more. 

Consumption  of  fish  weighing  five  pounds  or  more  should  be  limited  to 
one-halt  pound  per  week.  Women  who  anticipate  pregnancy,  or  who  are 
pregnant  or  lactating;  and  young  children,  particularly  those  of  pre¬ 
school  age.  should  not  eat  any  of  these  fish  regardless-of  the  size  of  the 
fish. 

« 

The  advisory  does  not  apply  to  fish  that  weight  less  than  five  pounds  as 
the  higher  levels  of  PCB's  and  chlordane  are  found  in  the  older,  larger 
fish.  Lake  Michigan  salmon  and  trout  that  weigh  more  than  five  pounds 
are  expected  to  contain  PCB  levels  of  more  than  two  parts  per  million  and 
chlordane  levels  higher  than  0.3  parts  per  million.  These  levels  are  the 
maximum  acceptable  tolerances'as  established  by  the  U.S.  Food  and 
Drug  Administration.  Illinois  has  adopted  the  federal  recommendations. 


The  recommended  consumption  of  no  more  than  one-half  pound  per  week 
was  established  for  fish  that  are  prepared  in  ways  that  will  reduce  the  in¬ 
take  of  chemical  contaminants.  Prepare  the  fish  by  removing  all  excess 
fat.  especially  the  belly  and  dorsal  flaps,  before  cooking.  Fish  should  be 
boiled  or  baked  on  an  elevated  rack  so  that  any  additional  fat  will  drip  off. 
The  fat  contains  the  highest  concentration  of  pesticides,  so  the  fat  that 
drips  off  during  cooking  should  be  discarded  and  not  used  in  anything 
edible.  Fish  may  also  be  boiled  or  poached,  but  all  broth  should  be 
discarded. 


Even  though  the  long-term  effects  of  exposure  to  PCB's  and  chlordane 
have  not  yet  been  determined  in  detail,  it  is  advisable  to  limit  consump¬ 
tion  of  the  chemicals. 


Areas  Open  To  Snagging 

Snagging  for  chinook  and  coho  salmon  only  is  permitfed  from  the  follow¬ 
ing  Lake  Michigan  shoreline  areas.

Depth  couioui  maps  of  many  lakes  in  the  Forest  Preserve  District 
have  been  completed  and  are  available  upon  request  from:  Cook  County 
Forest  Preserve  District,  Conservation  Department,  536  N.  Harlem 
Ave.,  River  Forest,  Illinois  60305.  Others  are  being  worked  on.  We  hope 
to  have  all  of  the  major  water  areas  mapped  in  3  or  4  years. 

FISHINO  REGULATIONS 

The  Cook  County  Forest  Preserve  District  works  closely  with  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Conservation  in  managing  these  waters  for  hook 
and  line  fishing.  With  one  major  exception.  State  rules  and  regulations 
hold  true  for  fishing  in  the  preserves.  The  exception;  Bow  and  arrow- 
fishing  for  rough  fish  is  not  permitted  in  the  preserves.  AH  waters  in  the 
forest  preserves  are  designated  fish  preserves.  Fishermen  are  limited 
to  two  lines  with  no  more  than  two  hooks  per  line  and  no  trolley  lines. 

Special  regulations  regarding  bag  and  size  limits  imposed  on  desig¬ 
nated  waters  will  be  posted  at  the  waters. 

A  valid  Illinois  hook  and  line  fishing  license  is  required  except  for 
persons  who  are  under  16.  disabled  or  blind,  or  over  65  years  of  age.  In 
addition,  anyone  required  to  have  a  valid  fishing  license  must  have  a 
State  trout  and  salmon  stamp  when  fishing  for  trout  within  the  Forest 
Preserve  District  trout  lakes. 

Daily  limits,  length  limits  and  closed  seasons  have  been  removed 
from  all  fish  found  in  forest  preserve  waters,  with  three  exceptions. 
These  are:  no  more  than  6  largemouth  bass  or  smallmuuth  bass,  regard¬ 
less  of  size,  may  be  taken  in  one  day;  no  more  than  3  northern  pike  may  be 
taken  in  one  day  (and  these  must  he  2 1  inches  long  or  longer):  and  no  more 
than  .')  trout  may  be  taken  in  one  day.  Use  of  minnow  seine  is  not  allowed 
except  in  the  Des  Plaines  River  for  bait  collecting. 

Special  Forest  Preserve  Regulations  regarding  size  limits  on  bass  will 
be  imposed  on  designated  waters  of  the  District  and  these  special  rules 
will  be  so  posted.  These  experimental  regulations  are  to  prevent  the 
excessive  removal  of  bass,  and  to  improve  the  fishing  through  protec¬ 
tion  of  our  major  predator  fish.  We  ask  the  fishing  public  to  respect  and 
obey  these  regulations  on  lakes  so  posted. 

Ice  Fishing  is  permitted  on  designated  forest  preserve  lakes  during 
winter  months  when  the  ice  has  become  4  or  more  inches  thick.  Public 
announcements  are  made  in  the  news  media  when  conditions  permit 
such  fishing  and  which  lakes  are  open  during  each  year. 

1LLEG.4L  A(T1()NS 

It  is  unlawful  to  release  any  fish  (including  minnows  or  goldfish)  in 
any  Cook  County  waters,  except  in  the  W’aters  from  which  they  were 
taken,  without  having  first  secured  permission  from  the  Conservation 
Department  of  the  Cook  County  Forest  Preserve  District. 

It  is  illegal  to  abandon,  deposit  or  throw  any  wire,  can,  bottle,  glass, 
paper,  trash,  rubbish,  cardboard  boxes,  wood  cartons,  trees,  parts  of 
trees,  brush  or  other  insoluble  material  (including  animal  or  vegetable 
material)  into  the  waters  or  on  the  ice  of  any  waters  of  the  County. 

BOATING  REGULATIONS 

No  private  watercraft  is  allowed  on  Cook  County  Forest  Pre¬ 
serve  District  waters,  except  as  listed  below  under  BOATING 
WATERS.  (No  private  watercraft  permitted  on  District 
waters  overnight.  No  outboard  or  electric  motors  allowed  on 
District  waters  except  as  listed.)  ACCEPTABLE  WATER¬ 
CRAFT  AS  PER  CURRENT  FOREST  PRESERVE  DIS¬ 
TRICT  REGULATIONS.

Sail¬ 
boats,  canoes  and  rowboats.  Launching  ramp  available  off  of 
parking  area. 

Busse  Lake:  S.  of  Higgins  Rd.,  between  1-290  (Rt.  53)  and  Ar¬ 
lington  Heights  Rd.  Sailboats,  canoes  and  rowboats  are  allowed 
in  the  South  Pool  and  the  Main  Lake  Access  to  ramps  off  of 
Higgins  Rd.  just  E.  of  1-290  (Rt.  53). 

Skokie  Lagoons:  N.  of  Willow  Rd.,  S.  of  Lake-Cook  Rd.,  E.  of 
the  Edens  Expressway.  Parking  and  launching  ramp  S.  of 
Tower  Rd.,  E.  of  the  Edens.  For  sailboats,  canoes  and  row¬ 
boats.

Suffered  a 
complete  kill  of  major  game  fishes  in  1976-77  winter.  Bluegill, 
bullhead  and  carp  available. 

MAPLE  LAKE:  Located  on  the  S.  side  of  95th  St.,  Vz  mile  W.  of 
Willow  Springs  Rd.  (104th  Ave.).  Four  parking  areas  around 
the  lake.  Rowboat  rental  for  fishing  and  pleasure  at  the  W. 
parking  lot  off  of  Wolf  Rd.  from  April  through  October.  Area 
55  acres.  Depths  to  22  feet.  Can  be  reached  by  the  Valley  Tran¬ 
sit  Bus  Line  to  Rt.  171  to  95th  St.  Fish  population  renovated 
and  shoreline  repaired  in  1975.  Fish  population  restocked  in 
1976.  The  lake  was  opened  to  fishing  in  1978.  Fishes  stocked 
are  largemouth  bass,  bluegill  and  channel  catfish.

SPORT  FISHING  AWARDS 


Rules 

1.  Fish  must  be  legally  caught  by  pole  and 
line  from  Illinois  waters.  Fish  caught  by 
trotline,  jugs,  bank  poles,  nets,  seines, 
and  snagging  are  ineligible. 

2.  Fish  caught  from  fee  fishing  areas  are 
not  eligible. 

3.  The  fish  must  be  weighed  in  the 
presence  of  two  witnesses  (not  rela¬ 
tives)  and  should  be  weighed  to  the 
nearest  ounce  on  scales  legal  for  trade. 
(Grocer  scales,  butcher  scales.) 

4.  The  total  length  of  the  fish  must  be 
measured  to  the  nearest  1/8  of  an  inch. 
The  total  length  is  from  the  snout, 
mouth  closed,  to  the  end  of  the  tail. 

5.  Persons  who  think  they  have  a  state 
record  fish  must  have  it  positively  iden¬ 
tified  by  a  Department  of  Conservation 
Fishery  Biologist.

8.  All  entries  must  be  submitted  within  90 
days  of  being  caught. 

Awards 

A  Big  Fish  Shoulder  Patch  and  Certificate 
(suitable  for  framing)  will  be  awarded  to 
those  anglers  who  catch  any  of  the  fish 
listed  at  right,  that  equal  or  exceed  the 
minimum  weight  specified. 

A  Shoulder  Patch  and  Engraved  Wall 
Plaque  will  be  awarded  to  the  angler  who 
catches  a  fish  of  the  species  listed  bigger 
than  the  current  state  record.
